LIVE  BIRTHS, 

The  table  on  page  2 shows  that  registered  live  births  in  the  County  numbered  363  and  after 
correction  for  hone  residence  the  figure  was  870,  being  437  males  and  433  females  equivalent 
to  a rate  of  15.9  per  1,000  of  the  population.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  next  table  that  the 
birth  rate  for  1958  is  the  second  lowest  since  1949.  The  rate  for  Scotland  was  19. 2.

STILL  BIRTHS. 


The  figure  for  still  births  in  1958  was  14  which  was  also  the  figure  for  1957.  There 
being  fewer  total  births,  live  and  still,  in  1958  the  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  total  births  is 
slightly  higher  then  in  1957,  being  16  and  15  respectively. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  which  follows  the  still  birth  rates  for  the  County  for 
1957  and  1958  are  considerably  below  the  corresponding  rates  for  Scotland.

DEATHS, 

Total  deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  670  before  transfer  for  home  residence  and  718 
after  these  adjustments  had  been  made.  This  figure  is  equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  13,2 
which  is  a slight  increase  when  compared  with  the  rate  of  12,5  for  1957,  The  table  on 
pages  8 and  9 gjves  a complete  classification  of  the  various  causes  of  death  with  age  and 
sex  distribution.

Deaths  from  these  three  main  causes  accounted  for  67 .4$  of  total  deaths  which  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  corresponding  percentage  of  66.8  for  1957. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  heart  disease  in  the  age  groups  up  tp  35  years  while  approximately 
8$  of  the  deaths  from  this  cause  fell  within  the  age  groups  from  65  years  upwards. 

The  position  was  similar  for  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  there  being  no  deaths 
from  this  cause  in  the  age  groups  up  to  35  years.  Approximately  8#  occurred  in  persons  over  65 
years  of  age. 

In  the  case  of  malignant  disease,  7 persons  under  45  years  of  age  died  from  this  cause  being 
6.#.  29. % were  within  the  age  groups  from  45  to  65  years  and  64.3$  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

During  1958  there  were  8 deaths  in  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  group  representing  a rate 
of  0.15  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Seven  deaths  were  due  to  influenza  and  one  death  due  to 
measles,  the  victim  being  a one  year  old  child  resident  in  the  Aird  district. 

The  graph  on  page  10  illustrates  the  epidemic  disease  death  rates  over  the  period  1942  - 1958, 

Pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  other  respiratory  diseases  account  for  34  deaths  as  against  39  in  this 
group  during  1957.  Of  these  34  deaths,  31  or  91$  related  to  persons  of  65  years  upwards. 

Details  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  are  given  in  the  Section  in  this  report  which  deals  with 
that  disease.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  death  rate  for  all  forms  of  the 
disease  fell  from  0.18  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  1957  to  0.11  In  1958,  the  corresponding  death 
ratesfor  respiratory  tuberculosis  being  0.15  and  0.09. 

Deaths  In  Infants  under  one  year  numbered  20-9  males  and  11  females.  The  total  is  one  less 
than  the  figure  for  1957.  Of  these  20  deaths  17-8  males  and  9 females  - related  to  neo-natal 

deaths.  The  infant  death  rate  for  1958  worked  out  at  23  and  the  neo-natal  death  rate  20  per  1,000 
live  births.  The  section  of  this  report  which  deals  with  Child  Health  and  Welfare  gives  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  various  causes  of  death  in  these  children. 

Children  over  1 year  who  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  15  years  numbered  6 - all  males  - 
of  whom  3 had  not  reached  school  age.  The  three  children  of  school  age  died  as  the  result  of 
accidents.

The  proportion  of  hospital  confinements  for  the  year  was  approximately  35  per  cent  as 
compared  with  65  per  cent  for  domiciliary  confinements. 

For  domiciliary  confinements  maternity  outfits  are  made  available  and  282  of  these  outfits 
were  given  out  by  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  during  the  year. 

Home  Helps  under  the  Councils  Scheme  were  also  provided  for  seven  families  during  the 
mother’s  confinement.  In  six  of  these  cases  the  births  took  place  in  hospital  while  the 
remaining  case  was  a home  confinement. 


Births  Transferred  in  for  Home  Residence, 

Birth  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  for  473  children  born  outwith  the  County, 
the  parents  of  whom  had  their  usual  place  of  residence  in  Inverness-shire, 

The  majority  of  these  confinements  took  place  in  the  Maternity  Unit,  Raigmore  Hospital.

The  uptake  for  the  various  foods  was  less  in  1958  than  in  1957,  a falling  off  which  has 
also  been  experienced  in  other  areas.  In  the  case  of  Orange  Juice,  the  decrease  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  distribution  was  confined  to  children  up  to  two  years  of  age 
whereas  formerly  it  was  available  for  children  in  the  age  group  up  to  five  years. 
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HOME  HELP  SCHEME. 


The  Home  Help  Scheme  has  now  been  in  operation  since  the  end  of  1950.  With  55  new  cases 
added  during  1958  to  the  322  applications  already  granted  the  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with 
up  to  the  end  of  1958  was  377.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  evident  that  those  persons  who 
benefit  most  from  the  Scheme  are  the  aged  and  chronic  sick  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
the  provision  of  domestic  assistance  is  helping  to  solve  the  problem  of  caring  for  an  ageing 
population.

In  addition  to  the  number  of  households  where  home  helps  are  granted  each  year  there  are 
usually  several  cases  where  application  is  made  but  after  investigation  of  the  circumstances 
domestic  assistance  is  not  provided  for  various  reasons.  For  instance  applications  are  received 
from  time  to  time  from  persons  in  full  time  employment  and  it  is  very  often  found  that,  if  not 
able  to  pay  the  full  cost,  the  applicant  is  able  to  pay  the  greater  part  of  it.  He  is  then 
advised  to  make  his  own  arrangements  and  usually  does  so.  Ouring  1938,  20  applications  were 
considered  where  home  helps  were  not  provided. 

Two  increases  in  the  hourly  rate  of  wages  paid  to  home  helps  were  made  during  the  year. 

In  February  the  rate  was  increased  from  2/7$d  to  2/8fd  and  again  in  November  there  was  a 
further  increase  to  2/9&J  per  hour. 

Hi th  effect  from  18.8.58  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  minimum  charge  payable  by  all 
applicants  from  2/°  to  3/-  per  day,  the  charge  of  course  remaining  at  2/-  in  the  case  of 
applicants  receiving  only  one  hour's  domestic  assistance  per  day.  In  this  connection  it 
will  be  recalled  that  the  minimum  charge  was  originally  fixed  in  1952  at  1/6d  per  day,  was 
increased  to  2/-  per  day  in  1953  and  remained  at  that  rate  until  1958. 

The  National  Assistance  Board  co-operated  by  granting  a corresponding  increase  from  the 
same  date  to  all  cases  eligible  for  a home  help  allowance  from  the  Board.  Therefore  the  change 
over  to  the  new  rate  did  not  cause  hardship  to  any  of  these  applicants.

There  was  no  marked  expansion  in  the  Scheme  during  1958.  Expenditure  showed  a slight 
increase  due  to  the  higher  rate  of  wages  paid  to  home  helps.  To  offset  this  a larger  sum  was 
recovered  from  the  applicants  due  to  the  fact  that  the  increased  minimum  charge  was  in  opera- 
tion for  the  last  four  months  of  the  year.

HOME  NURSING. 


Visits  paid  by  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  to  14,272  patients  in  their  own  homes  numbered 
103,233.  Of  these  patients  6,958  were  over  65  years  of  age  and  received  53,700  visits  which 
Is  more  than  half  the  total  of  all  visits  paid. 

The  number  of  articles  on  loan  to  patients  being  nursed  at  home  was  288  in  1958,  a big 
increase  over  the  number  for  1957  which  was  132. 

There  were  54  cars  In  use,  an  increase  of  one  over  the  numbers  in  1956  and  1957. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 


GENERAL 


The  work  under  this  section  was  carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years  and 
more  detailed  information  is  given  under  the  separate  headings. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX. 

A study  of  the  tables  which  follow,,  giving  primary  vaccinations  and  revaccinations  carried 
out  in  1958,  reveals  a considerable  decrease  in  numbers  when  compared  with  the  figures  for  1957. 
This  falling  off  in  numbers  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the  priority  being  given  by  parents 
to  poliomyelitis  inoculation.  During  1958  the  falling  off  is  not  so  evident  in  the  infant 
groups  as  it  is  among  children  born  between  the  years  1945  and  1955  inclusive.  The  figure  for 
this  group  was  229  in  1957  but  only  72  in  1958.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA.  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS. 

Details  of  immunisation  carried  out  at  the  C Li n i cs a Schools  and  by  the  general  practitioners 
are  set  out  in  the  table  on  page  28.  It  will  be  noted  that  triple  antigen  which  is  a combined 
course  of  three  injections  giving  protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  is 
now  being  more  widely  used  by  the  general  practitioners  and  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 


INOCULATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS. 

By  the  end  of  1958  the  programme  for  inoculation  against  poliomyelitis  had  again  been 
extended  to  cover  a further  age  group,  namely  young  persons  born  in  the  years  1933  - 42  Inclusive, 
those  now  eligible  for  inoculation  being  as  follows:- 

(1)  Pre°school  children  over  the  age  of  6 months, 

(2)  School  children, 

(3)  Young  persons  born  in  the  years  1933  - 1942  inclusive, 

(4)  Expectant  mothers. 

The  Scheme  was  also  extended  to  include  third  injections  to  those  who  had  already  received 
the  first  course  of  two  injections,  this  third  injection  in  all  cases  to  be  offered  not  less  than 
seven  months  after  the  second  injection.  It  was  recommended  by  the  Department  of  Health  that 
third  injections  should  be  offered  to  those  who  had  already  been  given  two  Injections  in 
approximately  the  same  order  in  which  they  were  given  their  previous  injections,  a start  thus 
being  made  with  those  who  had  already  been  inoculated  at  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  in  1956, 
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The  total  number  of  persons  inoculated  with  two  injections  during  1958  was  5,089.  This 
number  is  sub-divided  into  the  various  groups  in  the  following  table.  The  figures  include 
those  persons  inoculated  by  their  general  practitioners.

GENERAL. 


As  outlined  in  the  1957  Report  parts  of  this  area  were  visited  during  that  year  by  a mass 
miniature  radiography  unit,  the  response  being  most  encouraging. 

It  was  not  possible  to  arrange  for  an  extension  of  the  campaign  during  1958  but  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  the  Northern  Regional  Hospital  Board  intimated  that  a Unit  would  be  avail” 
able  forthis  area  in  1959  from  the  third  week  in  May  until  the  first  week  in  August,  it  being 
proposed  to  concentrate  on  a survey  in  the  Isle  of  Skye  and  on  those  parts  of  the  mainland  not 
already  visited,  namely,  Inverness,  Aird  and  Badenoch  Districts. 


RESPIRATORY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1958  and  confirmed  as  suffering  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  was  25,  being  exactly  half  the  number  of  cases  confirmed  in  1957.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  that  in  1958,  for  the  first  time  since  1953,  the  death  rate 
for  the  County  has  fallen  below  the  death  rate  for  Scotland  while  the  average  rates  for  the 
period  1947  - 1958  for  Inverness  and  for  Scotland  are  practically  the  same. 


DOMICILIARY  CARE. 

The  District  Nursing  Sisters  undertake  the  supervision  in  their  own  homes  of  patients  whose 
names  are  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register.  Regular  monthly  visits  are  paid  to  those  recently 
discharged  from  hospital  while  more  intermittent  visits  are  paid  to  patients  who  are  able  to 
resume  work. 

The  number  of  patients  visited  in  1958  was  379  with  a total  of  3,415  visits. 

The  rehousing  of  families  where  a member  is  known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  is 
always  kept  in  the  forefront  when  a housing  allocation  is  being  made.  To  help  families  with 
very  limited  accommodation  and  where  there  are  no  prospects  of  having  them  rehoused  the 
tuberculosis  shelters  - five  in  number  and  at  present  all  in  storage  - can  be  brought  into  use. 

The  amount  expended  during  1958  on  cod  liver  oil  and  malt  and  tuberculin  tested  milk  was 
£224  13s  1 Od. 

Patients  granted  one  pint  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  for  varying  periods  during  the  year 
numbered  22  as  against  21  in  1957.

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SMOKING  AND  CANCER  OF  THE  LUNG. 


Further  measures  were  taken  during  1958  with  a view  to  bringing  this  subject  before  as 
wide  a section  of  the  community  as  possible. 

The  leaflet  "Smoking  and  Cancer*  issued  by  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  was 
made  available  early  in  1958  and  was  distributed  to  the  general  public  through  the  Schools  and 
the  District  Nursing  Sisters.  This  leaflet  put  the  position  in  a clear  and  concise  form  thus 
making  it  suitable  to  serve  as  a basis  for  talks  by  teachers  and  youth  leaders.  It  was  also 
felt  that  the  contents  of  the  leaflet  would  encourage  parents  to  discuss  the  subject  with  their 
young  people  instead  of  merely  regarding  juvenile  smoking  with  complacency. 
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ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 

Early  in  May,  1958,  a circular  letter  was  issued  to  Local  Authorities  by  the  Department  of 
Health  intimating  that  it  had  been  decided  to  initiate  a national  campaign  in  November,  the 
theme  of  which  would  be  "Guard  that  Fire*  and  the  main  purpose  to  exhort  householders  to  guard 
all  fires  with  a view  to  the  prevention  of  burning  accidents  in  the  home. 

The  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  has  drawn  the  attention  of  Local  Home 
Safety  Committees  to  the  fact  that  it  is  borne  out  by  statistics  that  every  year  over  700 
people  die  from  burning  accidents  in  the  home  and  that  not  fewer  than  50,000  persons  require 
treatment  for  the  same  reason,  the  basic  cause  of  danger  being  the  unguarded  fire. 

In  the  Department's  circular  letter  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  success  of  this  widespread 
campaign  would  depend  on  the  extent  to  which  it  was  followed  up  by  local  effort  and  the  hope  was 
expressed  that  all  Local  Authorities  would  co-operate  by  organising  campaigns  within  their  own 
areas.  When  the  matter  was  discussed  at  a meeting  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  held  on 
11.6.58  it  was  agreed  that  the  campaign  be  supported  throughout  the  County  in  every  way  practic- 
able and  in  September  a special  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  consider  measures  to  be  taken 
regarding  its  organisation. 

Action  was  eventually  taken  along  the  following  lines:- 

1.  Approaches  direct  to  the  householder. 

(a)  By  visits  of  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  to  mothers  of  young  children  and 

handing  over  copies  of  the  leaflet  "A  Fireguard  would  prevent  this  happening 
to  your  child*. 

(b)  By  enclosing  the  leaflet  *Guard  that  Fire"  when  returning  receipted  rent  books 

to  tenants  of  Council  houses.  (Most  tenants  in  the  County  send  their  rents 
by  post  with  the  exception  of  tenants  living  near  Inverness). 

2.  Approaches  through  Voluntary  Organisations. 

(a)  To  secretaries  of  W.R.I.  branches  throughout  the  County  with  general  information 

which  could  be  used  as  the  basis  of  a talk  to  the  members;  also  copies  of  the 
leaflet  "Guard  that  Fire*  for  distribution. 

(b)  To  secretaries  of  Church  Guilds  and  Girls'  Training  Corps  with  similar 

information. 

(c)  Invitations  to  the  Lochaber  Old  People's  Welfare  Association  and  to  the  Skye 
Council  of  Social  Service  to  participate  in  the  campaign.  It  was  felt  that 
these  Committees  could  support  the  campaign  more  by  giving  thought  to  the 
particular  circumstances  of  old  people  known  to  them  rather  than  by  more 
general  publicity  measures. 

(d)  Issuing  posters  to  British  Legion  Clubs  and  Village  Halls. 

3.  Publicity  by  film  showing  by  arrangement  with  the  Highlands  and  Islands  Film  Guild. 

A.  Information  about  the  campaign  to  local  newspapers. 

5.  The  display  of  posters  or  stickers  in  shops  and  buses. 

6.  Suggestions  given  to  Fort  William  and  Kingussie  Town  Councils  for  publicity  action 

within  these  two  small  burghs.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


GENERAL. 

Notification  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  fell  very  considerably  in  1958,  the  number 
being  59,  27  males  and  32  females.  There  had  not  been  such  a low  figure  since  1949  when

SCARLET  FEVER,  MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

These  three  infections  accounted  for  31  of  the  59  notifications  as  against  265  notifications 
in  1957.  Of  the  31  cases,  29  were  located  in  Inverness  district  and  the  remaining  two  cases 
were  in  the  Outer  Islands.  6 cases  were  treated  in  hospital. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
in  the  County  since  1951  when  one  case  was  notified. 


PNEUMONIA. 

There  were  13  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  during  the  year.  Of  these  cases,  7 were  persons 
passed  middle  age  and  4 in  the  age  group  between  35  and  50.  The  remaining  two  cases  were 
children.  Six  patients  were  treated  in  hospital. 


DYSENTERY. 

Seven  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  in  a female  ward  of  a hospital  in  the  Inverness  District. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  1958  was  7 as  against  3 in  the  previous 
year.  Five  cases  related  to  children  and  two  were  young  persons  between  the  ages  of  20  and 
30.  Four  of  the  cases  occurred  towards  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  Ardersier  and  Dalcross  areas 
of  Inverness  District  and  coincided  with  an  outbreak  in  Nairnshire.  The  remaining  three  cases 
were  isolated  ones,  two  being  in  Skye  and  one  in  Lochaber. 

All  cases  were  treated  in  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths.

Section  21  - Residential  Accommodation  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Persons 
provided  by  the  Local  Authority. 

During  1957  negotiations  were  completed  for  the  purchase  of  a site  in  Burn  Road,  Inverness, 
with  a view  to  the  erection  of  a Home  for  Aged  Persons  which  would  provide  accommodation  for  26 
residents.  Actual  building  operations  were  commenced  in  1958  and  good  progress  made  during  the 
year.  In  view  of  this  progress,  the  Council  decided  to  surrender  in  May,  1958,  their  rights  to 
Part  III  accommodation  in  Muirfield  Hospital,  use  to  be  made  of  any  accommodation  which  could  be 
made  available  in  St.  Vincent's  Home,  Kingussie,  as  a substitute  for  Muirfield  until  the  new 
home  in  Burn  Road  was  ready  for  occupation.

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Scottish  Council  for  Health  Education  a very  successful  lecture 
tour  extending  over  five  days  - from  5th  to  9th  May,  1958  - was  carried  out  in  schools  in  the 
Inverness,  Alrd  and  Badenoch  districts  of  the  County.  The  talks  were  on  general  health 
subjects  suitable  for  school  pupils  in  the  different  age  groups  and  were  illustrated  by  film 
strips  where  it  was  possible  to  do  so. 

In  all  19  schools  were  visited  and  22  meetings  were  held,  the  total  number  of  attendances 
being  1,022,  comprising  44  teachers  and  978  children.

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4.  ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION- 

A.  System  and  Extent  of  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment.  As  stipulated  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  for  Scotland  the  age  groups  due  for  routine  medical  inspection  were:- 

Infant  entrants  (approximately  5 years  of  age) 

Pupils  born  in  1948  (9  years  of  age) 

Pupils  born  in  1944  (13  years  of  age) 

Pupils  born  in  1941  (16  years  of  age) 

Pupils  born  in  1950  (visual  acuity  and  hearing  only). 

Other  arrangements  were  broadly  similar  to  those  which  obtained  in  previous  years  and 

have  been  fully  described,  notably  in  the  Report  for  1 9540 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  programme  made  considerable  demands  during  the  year  both 
in  the  administration  arrangements  and  in  the  actual  carrying  out  of  the  inoculations.  For 
a period  the  medical  officers  had  to  devote  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  work  in  this 
field,  and  as  a consequence  the  medical  inspection  of  some  of  the  schools  in  the  more  remote 
areas  could  not  be  overtaken* 

B.  System  and  Extent  of  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment*  The  arrangements  were  similar 
to  those  which  obtained  in  former  years,  and  have  been  described  fully  in  previous  reports. 

For  details  of  the  work  during  the  year  references  should  be  made  to  Table  V of  this  Report. 

With  regard  to  staff  the  post  of  Chief  Dental  Officer  remained  unfilled  during  the  year. 

In  July,  1958,  Mr  Craig  was  appointed  from  a short  leet  of  five  and  will  take  up  duty  in  the 
Autumn.  Mr  D.  N.  MacLeod,  successor  to  the  late  Mr  J.  Macleod,  joined  the  service  in 
December,  1957,  After  many  attempts,  the  post  of  part-time  School  Dental  Officer  in  the 

Outer  Isles  was  filled,  Mr  M.  A.  F.  Hummel  commencing  there  in  December,  1957, 

The  establishment  of  dental  attendants  remained  unchanged. 

No  major  items  of  equipment  were  purchased  during  the  year. 

The  position  with  regard  to  a headquarters  clinic  for  the  dental  surgeon  at  Fort  William 

remained  unchanged.  Attempts  to  find  premises  which  could  be  used  as  a temporary  clinic  were 
unsuccessful.  There  is  however  the  possibility  of  developments  in  this  field  when  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  have  built  the  new  hospital  to  replace  the  Belford  Hospital.  This,  of  course, 
will  take  time,  and  It  may  be  that  temporary  premises  will  have  to  be  found.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  search  will  prove  successful  soon.  Otherwise  there  is  little  prospect  of  the 
dental  surgeon  in  Lochaber  being  able  to  develop  the  service. 

C.  School  Nursing  and  Arrangements  for  Follow-up.  The  administration  arrangements 
continued  along  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  Of  the  three  whole-time  school  nurses 
for  schools  in  the  burgh  of  Inverness,  one  has  her  Health  Visitor's  Certificate.  For 
schools  in  the  County,  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  act  as  school  nurses  in  a part-time 
capacity.  There  are  54  nurses  so  employed  of  whom  12  have  their  Health  Visitor's  Certificate. 

D.  Co-ordination  with  the  Public  Health  Service  and  with  other  Departments  which  render 
services  to  children.  The  administration  arrangements  have  been  fully  described  in  previous 
reports  notably  in  the  Report  for  1954.  No  further  comment  is  necessary. 

E.  Co-ordination  with  Voluntary  Bodies  and  other  outside  Agencies.  The  general  arrange- 
ments have  been  fully  described  in  previous  reports.  There  were  no  new  developments  to  report. 

F.  Co-operation  with  Teachers  and  Parents.  As  In  past  years  the  teaching  staff  contin- 
ued to  give  every  assistance  to  the  medical  officers  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  thus 
enabling  the  work  to  be  carried  out  with  the  maximum  of  efficiency.  In  particular,  the 
success  of  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Campaign  was  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  enthu- 
siamsof  Interested  teachers  and  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks. 

With  regard  to  parents'  attendance  at  routine  medical  Inspection,  this  continued  to  be 
confined  mainly  to  the  Infant  entrant  group. 
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5.  FINDINGS  AT  MEDICAL  INSPECTION., 

1.  Number  examined,.  Details  of  the  number  of  children  examined  in  the  various  age  groups 
are  shown  in  Table  l.  In  effect,,  the  number  of  children  who  were  systematically  examined 
totalled  3,343,  while  those  in  the  'Other  Examination'  category  came  to  1,246.  Of  the  latter, 
1,028  referred  to  children  born  in  the  year  1950,  examination  in  these  being  confined  to  a 
visual  and  hearing  check  only.  In  view  of  the  commitments  of  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
programme  it  was  not  possible  to  devote  time  for  follow-up  examinations  which  explains  the 
relatively  small  number  of  children  in  this  category. 

For  comparison  purposes  the  previous  year's  figures  were  3,896  children  who  had  a syste- 
matic examination  and  2,430  children  in  the  'Other  Examination'  category. 

The  number  of  children  with  defects  requiring  notification  to  parents  was  322,  representing 
virtually  7 per  cent  of  those  examined.  The  percentage  for  the  previous  year  was  8.5  per  cent. 

2.  Defects  found.  Table  III  shows  in  broad  outline  the  grouping  of  defects  in  the  3,343 
children  who  were  systematically  examined.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  children 
with  no  defect  was  71,31  per  cent,  a slight  decrease  when  compared  with  the  previous  year's 
figure  of  72.3$. 

The  percentage  of  children  with  a visual  defect  shows  an  increase  when  compared  with  the 
previous  year  (3.83$  to  4,01$).  The  percentage  of  children  considered  to  have  oral  sepsis 
also  shows  an  increase  (1.26  in  1957  to  3.42  in  1958).  The  groups  most  affected  in  this 
respect  were  the  entrants  and  nine  year  olds. 

The  percentage  in  the  remaining  groups  are  virtually  unchanged  when  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

There  now  follows  comments  on  the  incidence  of  particular  defects,  precise  figures  being 
contained  in  the  various  sections  of  Table  I and  in  the  Summary  of  Table  II  at  the  end  of  this 
Report. 

3.  Nutrition.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  once  again  that  no  child  was  encountered  whose 
nutritional  state  could  be  regarded  as  bad. 

Only  two  children,  out  of  the  3,343  examined,  were  considered  to  have  a slightly  defective 
nutritional  state. 

There  are  a variety  of  factors  responsible  for  this  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs, 
of  which  probably  two  of  the  most  important  are: 

(a)  The  School  Meals  Service.  The  extent  to  which  this  operates  amongst  children  may 
be  gauged  from  the  number  of  meals  served  during  the  year  ended  15th  May,  1958. 

The  figures  are  as  follows:- 

Number  of  main  meals  - 1 ,324,802 

Less  Canteen  Staff,  approximately  - 60,000  - 1,264,802 

Number  of  light  meals  (Hot  drinks  and  sandwiches)  - 5,959 

The  cost  to  the  pupils  of  having  dinner  at  school  is  as  follows:-  1 Od , lid,  1/-  per  meal. 
The  varying  rate  is  charged  in  families  where  more  than  one  child  take  school  meals  e.g. 
if  three  children  from  one  family  take  school  meals,  the  youngst  pays  1/-,  the  next  eldest 
lid,  and  the  eldest  lOd.  There  is  provision  for  the  award  of  free  meals  where  the 
financial  circumstances  of  the  family  warrant  them. 

(b)  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.  ^ Every  child  attending  school  is  entitled  to  J pint  of 

nl Ik  per  day  or  its  equivalent  in  reconstituted  dried  milk  in  areas  where  T.T.  liquid  milk 
is  not  available.  Altogether  1,670,496  milk  rations  were  taken  up  by  children  attending 
Authority  schools  during  the  year  ended  15th  May,  1958,  while  31,512  rations  were  taken  up 
by  children  in  non-Authority  schools. 

With  regard  to  dried  milk  12,440  tins  equivalent  to  261,240  milk  rations  were  supplied 
to  children  in  Authority  schools. 

4.  Clothing  and  Footgear.  Only  three  children  were  encountered  with  unsatisfactory 

clothing  and  one  child  with  unsatisfactory  footgear,  representing  0.09  per  cent  and  0.03  per 
cent  respectively  of  those  examined.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  none  in  these 
categories.  ( 
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5.  Cleanliness.  With  regard  to  verminous  infestation  of  the  head,  the  figures  indicate  a 
considerable  improvement  when  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  boys  and  girls 
so  affected  has  decreased  from  0.94  per  cent  to  0.29  per  cent  and  from  3.73  per  cent  to  0.93 
per  cent  respectively. 

Again  the  greatest  incidence  was  in  the  Outer  Isles,  followed  by  Inverness  burgh,  and  the 
mainland  area  of  the  county,  in  that  order.  One  notes  with  satisfaction  the  absence  of 
Infestation  amongst  the  children  examined  in  Skye. 

With  regard  to  infestation  of  the  body,  the  position  is  much  better,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  record  once  again  that  no  child  was  found  in  this  state. 

6.  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  No  case  of  ringworm  of  the  head  or  body  was  encountered  amongst 
the  3 ,343  children  examined.  Only  two  children  showed  impetigo  of  the  head  and  none  showed 
lesions  on  the  body.  There  were  two  cases  of  scabies,  both  being  girls  from  the  Outer  Hebrides, 

The  incidence  of  other  diseases  of  the  head  has  increased  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year  (0.15  per  cent  to  o»48  per  cent).  A similar  increase  has  occurred  in  the  incidence  of 
other  diseases  of  the  body  (0,90  per  cent  to  1.26  per  cent). 

, 7.  Mouth  and  Teeth.  The  noteworthy  feature  here  is  the  increase  when  compared  with  the 

previous  year  in  the  number  of  children  with  conditions  of  the  mouth  and  teeth  likely  to  affect 
general  health.  The  figures  for  1957  were  60  (1.54  per  cent)  and  for  this  year  149  (4.46  per 
cent).  It  will  be  noted  that  64  or  43  per  cent  of  the  children  were  entrants. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  difficulty  in  finding  dental  surgeons 
for  local  Authority  posts.  The  scarcity  continues,  and  until  the  position  improves  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  the  Council  being  able  to  provide  an  adequate  dental  service  for  expectant 
mothers,  pre-school  and  school  children.  The  figures  given  above  are  a reflection  of  this 
scarcity. 

8.  Condition  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Cervical  Glands.  The  over-all  picture  here  is  a 

general  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  defects  amongst  the  3,343  children  examined,  when 
compared  with  the  figures  for  1957.  The  percentages  of  children  requiring  operative  treat- 
ment for  enlarged  adenoids  fell  from  0.33  per  cent  to  0.14  per  cent  and  for  enlarged  tonsils 

from  2.36  per  cent  to  1.36  per  cent.  Similarly  there  was  a fall  in  the  percentage  of  children 
requiring  observation  for  enlarged  adenoids  and  tonsils  (from  0,48  per  cent  to  0.36  per  cent 
and  from  7.62  per  to  6.40  per  cent  respectively). 

By  contrast  there  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children  with  enlarged  cervical 
glands  requiring  observation  (from  2.31  per  cent  in  1957  to  3.98  per  cent  in  1958).  One  child 
required  operative  treatment  for  an  enlarged  gland. 

It  should  be  noted  that  151  children  had  their  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed  during  the  year. 

9.  Diseases  of  the  Eyes.  The  noteworthy  features  here  are  the  incidence  of  strabismus  and 
of  visual  defects.  The  percentage  of  children  with  strabismus  was  1.35  per  cent,  a slight 
increase  when  compared  with  the  previous  year's  figure  of  1.24  per  cent.  Similar  increases 
were  noted  in  the  percentages  of  children  with  defects  in  visual  acuity  (from  4.51  per  cent  to 
4.96  per  cent  In  the  “fair1  group  and  from  2.09  per  to  2.67, in  the  'bad'  group).  Only  three 
children  wqre  encountered  with  blepharitis  and  only  one  with  conjunctivitis.  None  amongst 
those  examined  had  corneal  opacities. 

It  should  be  noted  that  during  the  year  413  children  were  examined  by  the  ophthalmologist 
and  had  glasses  prescribed  where  appropriate. 

10.  Defects  of  the  Ears  and  Hearing.  Only  three  children  of  those  examined  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from  otorrhoea.  This  shows  an  Improvement  when  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
the  percentage  for  1957  being  0.15  and  for  1958  0.09.  Sixteen  children  had  deafness  of  varying 
degree,  half  of  whom  could  be  classed  as  slight.  In  this  connection  a definition  of  the  various 
grades  of  deafness  might  be  helpful. 

Grade  I.  Those  children  whose  deafness  is  only  slight  and  who  can  be  taught  in  ordinary 

classes  without  any  special  individual  arrangements. 

Grade  2.  Children  whose  hearing  defect  is  such  that  they  require  special  individual 

aggangements  made  for  them.  Such  children  possess  naturally  acquired  speech. 
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Grade  2A.  Those  who  can  be  taught  in  ordinary  schools  provided  they  are  given  either 
hearing  aids  or  tuition  in  lip  reading. 

Grade  2B.  Those  who  must  be  placed  in  special  schools  because  of  lack  of  progress  in 
ordinary  schools. 

Grade  3.  Children  who  are  so  deaf  and  who  have  either  no  speech  or  only  partly 
developed  speech  so  that  they  require  the  special  teaching  methods  for  such  children. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  the  true  incidence  of  deafness  amongst  school  children 
can  only  be  ascertained  by  audiometry.  Considerable  progress  in  this  field  was  made  during 
the  year.  Trained  audiometricians  are  hard  to  come  by,  and  it  was  felt  that  the  best  arrange- 
ment would  be  to  invite  applicants  to  come  forward  for  training.  This  was  done  by  advertise- 
ment towards  the  end  of  1957  and  a suitable  girl  was  found.  Courses  of  instruction  are  given 
at  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  Glasgow,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  her  to  go  for 
training  early  in  January,  1958.  The  authorities  in  Glasgow  consider  that  she  will  be  able 
to  start  work  as  an  audiometrician  when  the  schools  reopen  after  the  summer  recess. 

10.  Defective  Speech.  The  arrangements  whereby  the  services  of  the  two  Speech  Therapists 
are  shared  jointly  with  the  Northern  Regional  Hospital  Board,  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Difficulties  with  regard  to  suitable  clinic  accommodation  were  fully  described  in  the  Report 
for  1956,  and  recourse  had  to  be  had  to  finding  a room  in  a school  which  could  be  temporarily 
adapted  for  the  purpose.  During  the  year  additional  clinics  were  held  at  Deshar  and  Rothie- 
murchus  schools. 

By  these  means  it  was  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  children  treated. 

There  now  follow  tables  showing  the  work  done  by  the  Speech  Therapists  during  the  year.

Of  the  children  routinely  examined  by  the  Medical  Officers  during  the  year,  18  were  found 
to  have  defective  articulation  and  6 had  a stammer.  All  were  referred  to  the  Speech 
Therapists. 

11.  Mental  and  Nervous  Conditions.  Of  the  3,343  children  examined,  5 were  regarded  as 
being  backward,  3 were  dull,  2 were  educable  mental  defectives  and  2 ineducable  mental  defec- 
tives. No  child  was  found  who  could  be  classed  as  highly  nervous  or  unstable,  but  there  were 
two  children  who  presented  behaviour  difficulties.  The  total  number  of  children  in  the  various 
categories  was  14,  which  is  equivalent  to  0.42  per  cent  of  those  examined.  The  percentage  for  the 
previous  year  was  0.56  per  cent. 

These  figures  do  not  by  any  means  give  a true  picture  of  the  incidence  of  these  defects. 

It  will  not  be  possible  to  obtain  this  until  an  educational  psychologist  has  been  appointed.  It 
will  be  recollected  that  the  Education  Committee  have  agreed  to  such  an  appointment  being  made, 
but  attempts  to  find  a suitable  person  were  unsuccessful. 

12.  Circulatory  System.  With  regard  to  organic  heart  disease,  in  three  children  (0.09$) 

the  lesion  was  congenital,  in  one  child  (0.03$)  it  was  acquired.  Functional  disorders  of  the 
heart  were  encountered  in  six  children  (0.17$), 

Kith  the  exception  of  acquired  organic  heart  disease  this  shows  an  improvement  when  compared 
with  the  previous  year's  figures.  Amongst  those  examined  in  1937,  no  child  was  found  with  an 
acquired  heart  lesion. 

13.  Respiratory  System.  The  incidence  of  defects  in  this  category  has  increased  slightly 

when  compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  chronic  bronchitis  the  increase  is  from  0.20  per  cent 
to  0.26  per  cent.  Whereas  no  case  of  suspected  tuberculosis  was  found  amongst  the  children 
examined  in  1957  one  case  was  discovered  in  1958  (0.03$).  Again  in  the  'other  diseases' 
category  the  increase  is  from  0.18$  to  0.47$.  Altogether  the  number  of  children  with  lung 

infections  was  26  equivalent  to  0.77  per  cent  of  those  examined  (the  corresponding  figure  for 
1957  was  0.38$). 

14.  Deformities.  There  has  been  a further  decline  in  the  incidence  of  deformities  of 
congenital  origin  when  compared  with  the  previous  year  (from  0.58$  to  0.44$),  Similarly, 
deformities  due  to  infantile  paraLysis  have  also  declined  (from  0.1C$  to  0.03$),  but  those 
presumably  due  to  rickets  show  an  increase  (from  0.05$  to  0.08$).  Deformities  attributed 
to  other  causes  also  show  a slight  increase  (from  1.85$  to  2.21$).  A total  of  93  children 
had  deformities  of  one  kind  or  another,  equivalent  to  2,78$  of  those  examined.  The  previous 
year's  figure  was  2.54  per  cent. 
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15.  Infectious  Diseases.  Only  one  case  was  discovered  amongst  the  children  examined
